A f uuuy affair in n court of law lately cams 


off at Chicago. 
One Amelia Doanorschlog 


brought suit agailifit Augustus Behrens, who 
had promised to marry her, but had failed to 
keep his word. 
Tho lady demanded only 


$200 iu damaged—not an exorbitant price 
for her disappointment in being obliged to 
retain so cumbrous a uanie as Donnerscblog. 
Tho suit cnrue to trial before Mr. Justice 
Canyon, and Mr. Behreus, not denying luu 
principal filets alleged againSt him, excused 
hiuwelf by saying that Amelia insisted as a 
condition of the marriage that her mother 
should keep house for the young couple,and 
this Augustus could not consent to. ' 'i told 
her." said he, -'that I loved her deeply, and 
was ready to marry her, but did not wish to 
marry her mother also, who was a woman of 
lordly and uupler.Er,:;t habits and insisted on 
feeding me too much on cabbage, a vegeta- 
ble I always disliked."

It took the young woman and inolhor- 
in-law and. kept the one hundred and twenty- 
five dollars. For a quarter of a century 
this Court regretted its hasty action. It is 
glad to meet a man who cherishes happi- 
ness more than he does money. The order 
of the Court is that the defendant stand dis- 
charged, and that the complainant, who hfis 
been trying to bring a man into slavery to a 
mother-in-law, bo fined ten dollars" nnd 
costs."—[Legal Intelligencer.

It is onu uf tho oldcs 


townfi in the state, having boon incorpornk-i 
in 1078, aud nnnicd by tho English James 
town, in honor of King James. During UK 
days of uliivery heron largo part of the popula- 
tion of the island wero ulnvc.s, and it is at 
interesting historical fact that the last slavi 
iu this stale (-James Howland by name) \vfl;

The storm last night \vaa very sovcro in 


Kentucky, nud although a heavy rain fol 
here, it was not r.s heavy as at other points 
Tho Marietta and Cincinnati and Louisville 
Short Line are the only trains delayed to- 
night. The bridges near Lyuchburg, on the 
Hillsboro' branch of tho Marietto road have 
been washed away. 
Tho main lino up to 


noon was unobstructed. The roads west and 
north arc not affected. 
At Sparta, on the 


Louisville short lino, a couthward bound 
freight train went through a bridge 
dam- 


aged by water. 
No ono was hurt. 


and ft half south of Sparta, an engine, bag- 
ago and one passenger car went through tho 
bridge, the Pullman escaping. Three men 
were seriously, ono fatally, hurt. Fivo miles 
further south live baggage cars were de- 
tached. 
Between Cincinnati and Walton 


two bridges are down. 
Tho damage is 


principally in rolling stock. 


Great damage is reported to the corn 


crops by wind breaking tho corn down in 
Ohio. Indiana and Koutucky. 
The Ohio 


river hero rose nearly five feet in a few 
hours, aud is &till rising. 
Licking river, 


• early this morning, cauie down ivith water 


three or four feet higher than tho surface of 
the Ohio, and shot across, stream, driving 
driftwood against the boats at the public 
landing on this sido of tho river.

The plnco was a perfect 


sheet of water. Nino bodies have been 
recovered there thus far and five or sis 
persons arc still iui«sing. 
On the south side 


in Saw Mill District, 
eight bodies are 


recovered and thirty-seven persons missing. 
A whole block of buildings was swept away 
in that district and fifty persons perished in 
the flood tbcre. 


For more than a mile out on Spring 
Gar- 


den avenue. Allegheny City, the marks of 
the destruction are everywhere seen. Houses 
are thrown together in heaps. Some twen- 
ty five or thirty slaughter houseson tho ave- 
nue were washed owny. 
Many buildings 


that were not totally destroyed arc seriously 
damaged. Tho water to tho height of fif- 
teen feet flooded tho first floors of all houses 
and in many places the second stories. Sev- 
eral houses were swept into tho middle of 
the street, and others carried off hundreds 
of yards and shattered to pieces. 
A .house 


containing two or three families, at tho rear 
of Centre street, was destroyed, and it is 
supposed all the inmates were drowned. 


In 
the TcmperaucovJllo aud Saw Mill 


IIun, the elements made sad havoc. The 
iinrce torrents of rain swelled every little 
tributary of Saw Hill Itua into a boiling 
stream,and the accumulating waters washed 
with irresistible 
fury down tho valley, 


sweeping everything in its course. Tho 
track of devastation is nmrked by wrecks of 
dwellings, bridges, immense heaps of stones, 
largo piles of drift wood and tbe torn and 
ragged sides of nils, where the waters 
surged and gnawed into their very vitals. 
Seven lifeless bodies huve already been 
found, and from twenty-five to thirty per- 
sons are missing.

MarBhal, or any person authorized by them, or either

Provided 
further, that if any passenger shall claim, request or 
actually USD, or occupy more than one seat In a hack- 
ney carriage, be, or she, shnll pay nn additional faro 
for every such additional Bcat,nnd every ownsr driver, 
or person in charge of a hnoViicy c-nrriage, shall con- 
vey If requested, with and for each passenger, in ad- 
dition to ono trunk, a vnliflo, travelling bag, carpet 
bng, portmanteau, bundle, basket or other article used 
in travelling, without charge or compensation thorp- 
fore; but for every additlonsllrunk or other arltclo 
as nforesnid, more than ono, ho shall bo entitled to 
demand nuti receive ten cents. No higher price, or 
rate of fare, than aforoaaicl, shall be charged or re- 
ceived, or suffered to be charged or received, In any 
case, anil no owner, driver, or person m charge of "a 
hackney carriago eliall neglect or refuse the applica- 
tion of any person for conveyance in his carriage, 
if Biich carriage bo not entirely occupied at tlio tinio 
of the miking of such application, nnd all the legnl 
faro as nforcsaid bo tendered, if demanded. 


Whenever n hackney cnrrlnRO nlinll bo hired by the 


hour, the price, therefore shall be two dollars for tlifl 
first hour, and one dollar and a half for each subnr- 
quent hoar that such carriage shall bo employed un- 
der Bnch hiring. 


XV. At every railroad depot, and at pvory flle.im- 


boat landing the Oity Marshal Fhnll fix tu'o location to 
be occupied nnd used by the drivers of harknoy 
carriages, express wacons, and other vehicles vvUiio 
soliciting cnsfom, passengers, freight or baRgago, nnd 
any such driver who shall solicit pnsaangerH, or a pns- 
ger, custom, freight or baggnge at nny rmch depot or 
landing on any other plnco than tho location lixcrt nn 
aforesaid, shall bo fined ns hereinafter provided. 


XVI. No person other than the owner or Iho 


licensed driver of a licensed hackney carriage, shall

A GOOD FEimiJ2En,—Farmers have to 


pay a high price for an article, which, with 
a little skill, they could make themselves 
during the Winter months or on rainy days, 
when they have little else to do, and a writ- 
er gives a recipe for a cheap fertilizer suc- 
cessfully used by farmers in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. .The formula presented below is, 
however, wanting—except incidentally, as 
recommended—in the ingredient which is 
most apt to give trouble and to cause injury 
in transportation aud hauling—viz;, oil of 
vitriol, or sulphuric acid—and is doubtless a 
good one, if the article is applied in sufficient 
quantities.- The mixture is especially recom- 
mended for potatoes and whent by a farmer 
who has trieil it, ami who says he has used 
it with success on corn aud other products. 
It is as follows : 


Take 1000 pounds of good mold, sieve 


and screen it to get the gravel put',aud make 
it as fine as-possible; then spread on a floor, 
add 100 pouuds sulphate ammonia, 100 
pounds common salt, and mix with a .rake; 
when thorough!}- mixed add twenty five 
pounds of pearl ash and twenty two pounds 
sulphate of soda,, mix well; then add -100 
pounds of ground bone, twenty five pounds 
best Peruvian guano, aud 
1;>0 
pounds 


ground plaster. Mix the whole thoroughly, 
throw in a pile for forty eight hours, and it 
is fit for use. If to be used for potatoes 
in districts where the potato bugs are numer- 
ous, ilve. gallons sulphuric iicid 
may be 


sprinkled over the mass. 
The caution^is 


added that the acid miist not be used iu a 
confined placft, as the fumes are injurious 
to health, and that if it is spilled 
on the 


floor, water must be thrown ou it, as the 
mixture generates great heat.
